John  Bowman  and  heirs  and  assigns  of  any  yearly  quit 
rent  and  do  assign  bounded  and  eliminated,  all  mines, 
mineral  quarries,  meadow  marshes,  swamps,  woods,  savannah 
cripples,  timber  trees,  water  ways  and  courses,  liberties 
and  prospect  commodities,  advantages  and  appurtenances 
whatsoever  to  the  said  212  acres  of  land  belonging  or 
in  any  wise  appertaining  and  lying  within  bounds  and  limits 
aforesaid,  3  full  and  clear,  5  parts  of  all  royalties  - 
therefore  paying  yearly  to  us  or  our  heirs  in  town  of 
Lancaster  in  said  county,  first  day  of  March  of  every 
year  one  half  penny  for  every  acre,  to  witness  whereof 
said  Thomas  Penn  by  virtue  of  powers  of  authority  granted 
him  by  Jon  and  Richard  Penn,  has  caused  his  great  seal 
of  the  province  to  be  affixed  at  Philadelphia  this  10th 
day  of  January  173 S,  2  years  of  reign  of  George  2nd  of 
Great  Britain  and  2  years  of  our  government  of  Pennsylvania.

The  Armorial  Bearings  of  the  family  of  Bowman  (Bauman)  as  taken  from  a 
ancient  seal  in  the  possession  of  the  Family  are  as  follows: 

Arms,  or  a  tree  eradicated  proper. 

Crest  issued  from  a  wreath  of  his  colors,  a  knight  in  Armor  proper  habited  pe 
pale  purpure  and  azure  bearing  in  his  hand  over  the  dexter  shoulder  a  tree  as  in  th 
Arms. 

The  Shield  is  surmounted  by  the  Helmet  of  the  degree  of  nobility,  and  th 
lambrequin  or  mantle,  Or  and  Vert.

The  following  is  taken  from  the  Book  of  HANS  DEETER  BOWMAN  - 
Genealogy  -  Author,  Mrs.  A.  D.  Thomas,  229  Clivedon  Ave.,  Glendale, 
Philadelphia,  in  the  Library  of  the  Philadelphia  Historical  Society. 

In  I608,  WENDELL  BOWMAN,  married  Ann  the  daughter  of  the  Earl 
of  Beresford,  who  emigrated  to  America  in  the  Winthrop  fleet. 

Many  of  their  descendants  settled  in  the  New  England  States 
and  Canada. 

In  Kitchener,  Waterloo  County,  the  Provincial  Governor  erected 
a  monument  for  the  Bowmans,  the  founders  of  Bowmans town,  Canada. 

FAMILT  CRESTS 

There  are  two  known  family  crests. 

The  English  Crest  is  a  tree  stump  in  shield  with  arrows,  sur¬ 
mounted  by  the  figure  of  a  man  bearing  a  bow  and  a  quiver  of  arrows. 

This  crest  exceeds  in  age,  all  but  one  in  England. 

They  were  the  upholders  of  Charles  the  I  and  are  the  original 

"Archers." 

Their  motto  is,  "Formerly  by  these  arms  we  conquered." 

This  crest  was  brought  over  in  a  ring  by  one  Joseph  Bowman. 

The  Swiss  family  crest  is  in  the  Castle  of  Thum,  on  Lake  Thum 
in  the  Bernese  Oberland.

John  Bowman  was  a  papermaker  and  millwright. 

The  map  shows  the  property  at  Ephrata  patented  to  him,  consisting 
of  212  acres  and  usual  allowances.  This  was  warranted  March  1;,  173Uj 
surveyed  October  10,  173Uj  and  patented  January  10,  1738.  He  paid  32 
shillings  and  7  pence  to  Thomas  Penn  who  issued  the  Patent,  with  the  usual 
reservation  of  3/5  of  all  minerals,  etc.,  on  the  property,  and  the  payment 
of  a  quit  claim  rent  of  l/2  penny  per  acre  annually  on  March  1st. 

On  August  2,  1753  he  and  his  wife  gave  the  water  rights  to 
Cloister  for  the  mill  west  of  Paxtang  Road,  also  Dam,  Recorded  Book  U, 
page  192.

On  October  31,  1769,  Benjamin’s  father  John  sold  him  the  h3-3/k 
acres  on  the  east  side  of  the  Paxtang  Road  shown  on  map,  recorded 
Book  XX  213. 

On  June  li,  178U,  he  bought  from  his  brother  Samuel  the  acres  on 
the  west  side  of  the  Cocalico,  shown  on  the  same  map,  recorded  Book  XX

His  wife  Maria  is  to  live  in  the  stone  house  occupied  by  her 
father  where  he  had  his  weaving  shop  and  now  lives,  and  to  have  $100 
each  and  every  year  until  the  youngest  child  is  of  age. 

Benjamin  and  Joseph  shall  receive  less  having  received  shares 
of  grandfather's  estate,  Benjamin,  land  adjoins  John  Royer's. 

The  heirs  are  Benjamin,  Joseph,  Peter,  Daniel,  John,  Samuel, 
Henry,  Sarah  and  Adam  -  Executor  (?)  Hibshman.

1811. 

In  1813  a  petition  from  Samuel  Bowman,  son  of  John  Bowman, 
intestate,  deed  of  Cocalico  Township  tracts  of  U8  and  38 
acres.  Six  children,  Samuel,  Jacob,  William,  Esther,  Susan 
and  Mary  under  1L  years,  Christian  Bowman  their  guardian  and 
after  his  death  Jacob  Bowman  was  appointed.

KELLERS  MILLS  in  Denver  built  by  JACOB  BEAR. 

At  Reamstown  are  the  WABASH  MILLS,  custom  and 
flour,  about  1  mile  from  Stevens.  The  tract  of  600 
acre^s  was  owned  by  CHRISTIAN  and  JOHN  LONG.  They  were 
sold  by  the  Sheriff  in  1845  and  bought  by  JACOB  and 
ABRAHAM  BOWMAN,  and  at  the  latter »s  death,  JACOB 
became  the  sold  owner.  It  was  later  sold  to  DANIEL 
BOWMAN  in  1859  at  JACOB’S  death,  and  later  owned 
by  STAUFFER. 

ABRAHAM  BAER  owned  180  acres  at  Stevens,  later 
by  JACOB  FREY.  HIRAM  BEAR  married  CATHARINE  BAER, 

JOHN  BAER’S  widow. 

JACOB  BAER  built  the  tavern  at  Blue  Ball  - 
also  mills. 

The  JACOB  HERSHBERGER  property  was  disposed  of 
by  will  to  his  3  sons,  JOSEPH,  ISAAC  and  ABRAHAM 
HERSHBERGER,  who  also  inherited  the  mills  in  1762. 

In  1794,  the  executors  of  the  estate  of  JACOB 
HERSHBERGER,  sold  the  mill  property  to  ZERB  and 
HEBBENHEIMER,  and  in  1797  PETER  ZERB  bought  it, 
selling  it  in  1799  to  JACOB  KLEIN.  The  property 
then  passed  through  the  hands  of  JOSEPH  GORGAS, 

GEORGE  HACKER,  and  JACOB  HOWER,  who  built  the  grist 
mill.  It  was  then  owned  by  the  LONGS  and  then  sold 
by  the  Sheriff  in  1845  to  JACOB  and  ABRAHAM,  brothers, 
sons  of  JACOB  (?)  Whose  executors  in  1855  sold  it 
to  DANIEL  BOWMAN,  the  2nd. 

In  1861,  PHILIP  STAUFFER  re-built  the  mill  and 
the  mill  dam  and  christened  it  the  WABASH. 
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BOWMAN’S  CEMETERY 


Very  early  in  about  the  1740’s,  a  plot  of  ground 
was  set  apart  from  the  original  212  acre  patent  by 
the  Penns  to  JOHN  BOWMAN  in  173 8,  which  by  the  sale 
of  #2  acres  of  land  to  his  son  DANIEL  was  on  his 
farm,  in  Incorporated  Ephrata,  now  on  West  Pine 
Street,  on  the  east  side  and  now  at  the  intersection 
of  Church  Avenue,  which  at  the  time  of  this  sale  in 
1763,  was  probably  about  half  an  acre,  several 
hundred  feet  east  of  the  east  side  of  present  West 
Pine  Street. 

No  record  has  been  found  of  the  burials  in 
this  plot  of  any  of  the  BOWMANS  before  1806,  at  which 
time  it  was  enlarged,  evidently  then  containing 
quite  a  number  of  bodies. 

In  1889,  it  was  .again  enlarged  and  Incorporated 
for  perpetual  existence  by  the  contributions  of 
JACOB  BOWMAN,  ABRAHAM  BOWMAN,  GEORGE  L.  BOWMAN, 

ALBERT  G.  BOV/MAN,  CLAYTON  L.  BOWMAN,  JOHN  L.  BOWMAN, 
JOHN  C.  BOWMAN  dhd  MARTIN  WEIDMAN.  The  charter  was 
recorded  to  EDWIN  REINHOLD.
